Commissioners also agreed to a 
zoning change request by three 
family members who own proper- 
ty on Linda Road. The property is 
owned by Rodney H. Connell, 
Kent C. Connell and Rodney C. 
Connell. 

Rodney “Clay” Connell is also a 
city commissioner and abstained 
from voting on the issue. 

The property, which was zoned 
agricultural, was changed. to R-2 
and will allow their company, 
R.K.C. Inc. to build single family 
or multi-family dwellings. 

There were several objections to 
the zoning change by homeown- 
ers on Linda Road. Franklin 
Shutts said he opposed the 
hange because he did not want to 
see more duplexes built in, the 
meighborhood. He said several of 
the duplexes already on Linda 
Road are not well-maintained and 
the streets are already sub-stan- 
dard. "The neighborhood is going 
downhill. I plead with the com- 
mission not to approve this," he 
said. 


Another Linda Road resident, 
Bill Anderson, showed the com- 
mission pictures of the neighbor- 
hood and said large dumpsters 
are the first thing you see when 
entering the street. He also noted 
Linda Road is not a through street 
and traffic goes through the resi- 
dential neighborhood and back 
onto Wedgworth Road. 

Commissioners agreed that 
most of the property adjacent to 
the property owned by R.K.C. Inc. 
was residential and property own- 
ers did have a right to develop the 
land: ^ 

"There's not a fair answer," said 
Commissioner Weeks. “I don't 
know how to satisfy both sides. 
Somebody's going to go home 
mad." 

The commission voted 41 to.al- 
low the zoning change with only 
Commissioner Weeks voting 
against the proposal. 

In other business, the mayor 
presented a proclamation declar- 
ing special recognition to Donnie 
Scruggs, a student at Glades Day 
School, for winning the 1998-1999 
Class 4A 171 Pound State 
Wrestling Championship.

The South Florida Ecosystem 
Restoration Task Force was 
formalized and was legislated 
Kn the 1996 Water Resources 
Development Act. In this cur- 
rent form, it serves as a clear- 
ing house, referee, and coordi- 
nating entity. 

At the present time, the 
South Florida Ecosystem 
Restoration Task Force is over- 
seeing the work of the Ever- 


glades Forever Act, the Kissim- 
mee River Restoration Project, 
the Central & South Florida 
Restudy, and other. efforts that 
are underway by federal, state, 
and academic entities. 

The South Florida Ecosystem 


Restoration and Sustainability ' 


project consists of nearly 200 
environmental restoration, 
growth management, agricul- 
tural, and urban revitalization 
projects, programs, and initia- 
tives that are designed to make 


South Florida moré sustain- 
able in the future. 

In this fourth part of a series, 
we try to answer the question 
of how did we get to this point, 
as viewed in a reeent publica- 
tion from the Task Force. 

The Everglades, the River of 
Grass, is a part of the natural 
part. of the South Florida 
ecosystem, but it is not all of it. 
The system extends from the 
Chain of Lakes south of Orl:

Robbers attack two Pahokee 
residents at. marina campground 


‘Two Pahokee residents were se- 
riously injured around 12:30 a.m. 
Saturday when they were at- 
tacked by as many as three 
masked robbers at their motor 
home at the Pahokee Marina and 
Campground. 

Pahokee police say Kathy 
Boswell was in stable condition at 
St. Marys Medical Center after 
being flown to the hospital after 
the attack. “ 

Her boyfriend, Tonimiy Housth, 
owrier of the Florida ‘Bar Jounge 
and package store in Pahokee, had 
arrived home and’ was entering 
the camper preparing to take his 


dog for a walk when he was at- 
tacked by the suspects. 

After beating Mr. Housch the 
men entered the motor home and 
attacked Ms. Boswell., Mr. Housch 
required 16. stitches to close his 


' wound, The men, wearing dark 


clothing and ski masks, took an 
undisclosed amount of money 
from Mr. Housch's wallet. 

According to police the men hit 
the two with a club or bat and put 
a gun to Ms. Boswell's head and 
threatened to kill her. 

At press time the police have no 
suspects in the attack and have 
asked that anyone having any in- 


formation’ about the crime to çon- 
tact the department... 

Mr. Housch һай Бее living at 
the campground during the last 
six months, and waè in the process 
of moving into the city. 

According to several residents 
many of the campers left the 
campground after the attack. 

The campground is regularly 
patrolled by the Pahokee Police 
Department, but during a recent 
commission meeting some 
campers said they would like to 
see the officers more often and 
complained of several items being 
stolen from their camp site.

Before the interference of 
man, the water throughout the 
system flowed freely over low- 
lying lands and into coastal es- 
proximately 11,000 square 
miles. It created ponds, 
sloughs, sawgrass marshes, 
hardwood hammocks and 
forested uplands. 

Around the estuaries, fresh- 

"water mingled with salt to cre- 
ate habitats supporting man- 
groves and nurseries for wad- 
ing birds and fish. Near-shore 
islands and coral reefs provid- 
ed shelter for an array of ter- 
restrial and marine life. 

Over thousands of years 
these relationships evolved in- 
to a finely balanced system 
that formed the biological in- 
frastructure for the аа 
— half of the state. 

NThe system has three major 

characteristics. It is very flat. 

00 miles between Lake 

Okeechobee's southern shore 

and Florida Bay there is less 
than a 20-foot drop in eleva- 
tion. 

Second, the system extends 
over an enormous area and 
contains varied flora, fauna, 
and physical landscapes. 

Third, it is a water-dominat- 
ed, rain-driven system charac- 
terized by dynamic water stor-, 
age and the shallow sheetflow 
. of water. 

The factors combined to cre- 
ate an environment containing 


some of the greatest biodiversi- 
ty found оп earth. Wetlands, 
estuaries, and shoals exist 
elsewhere. But nowhere in the 
world do they combine in the 
unique way that is found in 
South Florida. 

The natural assets of the re- 
gion have historically attracted 
néwcomers. Warm weather 
and sandy beaches attract 
tourists. Fertile soils in the 
Everglades, once . drained, 
made vast areas available for 
food production. 

Trains, and later cars and 
aircraft, made the region more 


"accessible to visitors. Air condi- 


tioning made South Florida 
more habitable for full-time 
residents. 

Seaports and sparkling wa- 
ter added another dimension. 
The area attracted money, as 
well as people, giving rise to 
other growth industries, and to 
а high quality of life. For much 
of the 20th century, Fort My- 
ers, Miami, Fort Lauderdale, and 
Palm Beach were the places to be. 

In the last year of this centu- 
ry, population in South Florida, 


~ on the east,coast alone, is al- 


most 5 million: During the first 
50 years of the new century, 
that population is expected to 
reach 12'million. 

-Urban areas located along 
the coastlines of the state now 
support a staggering array of 
human sights, sounds, cul- 
tures, and económies. Develop- 
ment and growth have trans- 
formed large tracts of wet- 
Ди, native rangelands, and 
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and housing developments. Ur- 
bari centers support national 
and international commerce 
and related industries, such as 
tourism and fishing. 


Dramatic increases in popu- ` 


lation have greatly strained 
the natural system. Half of the 
original wetlands are gone due 
to drainage and many of the 
natural habitats are signifi- 
cantly altered and disconnect- 
ed from each other by canals, 
roads and other man-made fea- 
tures. 

Urban stormwater and past 
agricultural practices have pol- 
luted Lake Okeechobee, the re- 
port states, and disrupted the 
balance of nutrients in wetland 
areas to the south. Each year, 
twó million acre-feet of water 
are being lost from the natural 
system through direct dis- 
charge of agricultural and ur- 


ban'stormwater into estuaries _ 


and from unnatural seepage. 
Areas that historically sup- 
ported numerous tropical and 
neotropical plants and animals 
are now dominated by inva- 
sive, exotic species. 

Urban and suburban areas 
in Dade, Broward and Palm 
Beach counties, as well as the 
rapidly. growing west coast 
communities, face equally se- 
vere problems. Crime, social 
and ethnic tension, under em- 
ployment, environmentally 
contaminated sites and recur- 
ring water shortages have put 
the enviable quality of life in 
South Florida at risk.

When an athlete ends an out- 
standing career, his or her 
number is often retired.

These names are 
retired because research. of 
these extraordinary storms of- 
ten continues for years, and it 
can be confusing if several ma- 
jor storms with the same name 
are being studied simultane- 
ously. 

Since the National Hurricane 
Center began naming hurri- 
canes in the early 1950's, sev- 
eral dozen of the most infa- 
mous storms have -had their 
names retired. It's a who's who 
of weather history, hurricanes 
we all know by their first 
names. 

Names like Betsy, Camille, 
David, Donna, Frederic and 
Gilbert. Now the World Meteo- 
rological Council: has added

Here were two 
of the most devastating storms 
in recent history, storms that 
residents òf Central America 
and Florida will never forget. + 

Georges- formed. in the far 
eastern Atlantic on September 
15, 1998. Less than two days 
later, Georges had grown into a 
category four hurricane pack- 
ing Winds of 155 mph. . 

The storm seemed to go out 
of its way to atrike every land 
mass possible, beginning with 
Antigua«in: the Leeward Is- 
lands on the 20th. After moving 
near or over other islands of 
the northeastern Caribbean, 
Georges struck Puerto Rico on 
September 21 with winds of 
115 mph. > 

Georges weakened very little 
while over Puerto Rico and was 
even stronger when it made 
landfall in the Dominican Re- 
public with winds of 120 mph. 
Next came the northern coast 
of Cuba, then Georges turned 
north and headed for the Flori- 
da Keys.

By the time the storm mad@ 
landfall in Honduras four days 
later, its winds had weakened 
to 100 mph. Still, Mitch wes a 
formidable storm, producing 
torrential rains over Honduras 
and Nicaragua. 

The flooding and mud slides 
were devastating, killing an es- 
timated 9,000 people. That 
made Mitch one of the dead; 
liest tropical cyclones in histo- 
ry, ranking below only the 1780 
“Great Hurricane" in the Less- 
er Antilles. 

It is easy to see why" the 
names Georges and Mitch were 
removed from the rotating 
lists. Yet, for residents from th 
Caribbean to Mississippi, re- 
moving the memories from last 
year’s two major storms will be 
much more difficult.

Dr. Tammy Cortez was the 
emergency physician on duty 
this afternoon, and she 


approached Roger’s bed quick- 
ly. She seemed to be somewhat 
harried. 

“Hi, I'm. Dr. Cortez. Tell me 
about your pain.” 

As Roger began providing 
details of the past 24 hours, 
Cortez fired a few pointed 
questions. 

“Have you noticed any fever? 
Has there been any vomiting or 
diarrhea? How about any blad- 
der symptoms? Did you eat 
anything today?-Just where do 
you feel this pain?”

Appendicitis is the most com- 
mon indication for emergency 
surgery. It may be encountered 


. at any time in life, but is most 


frequent during the second and 
third decades. 

The mortality rate of this dis- 
ease was more than eight per 
100,000 of the population 50 
years аро, "but has steadily 
decreased since then, reaching 
a rate of less than one per 
100,000 by the 1980s. 

Inflammation ‘and infection 
in this finger-like tube usually 
cause pain and loss of appetite, 
and may also create nausea 
and fever. The pain and tender- 
ness often end up in the lower 


t:portion of the'abdomen. 

any. surgeons feel that 
apperidicitis. is caused by 
obstruction ‘of the opening 


^. between the large bowel and 


the appendix, perhaps from 
food particles ‘or swollen lym- 
phoid tissue. Others believe 
that an ulceration of the inner 
lining of the appendix is actu- 
ally the initial insult, арӣ аі 
it may be caused by a virus or 
other infectious organism. 

The diagnosis of appendicitis 
is not always achieved easily, 
and may require, in addition to 
laboratory studies, physical 
examination, and x-rays, а 
more specialized evaluation 
This may include CT scanning 
or ultrasound examination 
During the first several hours 
of the disease, diagnosis can be 
quite difficult, and it may be 
appropriate in some cases (с 
discharge the patient from the 
ER with a schedüled re-evalua 
tion several hours later. The 
diagnosis may then be more 
apparent.

raw eggs fresh if they are 
refrigerated. But, when you 
cook an egg, that. shell 
becomes slightly permeable. 
That means bacteria can get 
through the shell and. into the 
egg. 

According to USDA guide- 
lines, you should not eat hard- 
boiled-eggs if they have been 
left out of the refrigerator for 
more than two hours. If they 
were left out in the sun during 
an egg hunt,'that safe time 
span is even shorter. 

If you don't know when they 
eggs were cooked, or how long 
they were left out of the refrig- 
erator, play it safe and get rid 
of them. Eggs are not expen- 
sive. If you want hard-boiled 


eggs, it's easy enough to go buy 
some eggs and cook them your 
self. 

If you bought cooked, colored 
eggs at the grocery store, you 
can rely on the "use by" dat. 
on the package so long as you 
keep them refrigerated. Hard- 
boiled eggs sold commercially 
are given a protective coating 
that helps keep bacteria out. 

If you cooked the eggs your- 
self, you probably wouldn't 
want to keep them around ' 
more than a week. 

As I said, eggs are not expen- 
sive so there's no sense in tak- 
ing chances. 

And whether or not you eat 


.eggs, don't forget to eat your 


breakfast!

When citizens ask at city commission meet- 
ings we're never told anything and we don't 
get answers. 

Perhaps the city manager, mayor and city 
commissioners, especially the fire chief, might 
answer these allegations. And they truly are 
allegations of many aspects of mismanage- 
ment, nepotism, double nepotism, favoritism 
iri expenditures of monies.to family members, 
etc. 

When do we get our new fire station? Why 
до wé have key personnel quitting? Why are 
the firemen forced to be on call on their days 
off and threatened with being fired if they 
don't stay at home to answer the phone on 
their days off? -
